SHOWN AT INQUEST 
INTO HOTEL FIRE 


Owner Identifies It—She 
Kept It on Papers in 
Trunk and Short-Circuit 
Sometimes Sparked. 

IT WAS COLD WHEN 

SHE LEFT, SHE SAYS 


Woman, Last in Bucking- 
ham Annex Room Where 
Flames Originated, Not 
at the Inquest. 


An electric stove, which stood on 
a pile of newspapers in the room 
where the Buckingham Hotel An- 
nex fire is believed to have started, 
was shown today at the opening 
sesion of the inquest into the 
deaths of the five women guests 
known to have been killed ip the 
fire early yesterday. Two more 
guests, a man and wife, are miss- 
ing, their bodies being sought in 
the ruins, and 10 were seriously in- 
jured. 


A maid employed in the hotel, 


Amanda Holthaus, identified the 
two-burner electric stove, or “hot 
plate,” as her property, and said 
it was kept on a trunk, with news- 
papers under it, in room 137, the 
first floor cloakroom and lounsg- 
ing place used. by the women em- 
ployes. She said she never knew 
the apparatus to get so hot as te 
set the papers afire. 

Sunday evening, she said, she was 
in the room last at 6:15 Mrs. 
Marie Lollis, another maid, relieved 
her of duty at that time. Police 
have been told that Mrs. Lollis was 
in the room as late as 9 p. m. 
Amanda Holthaus said she felt of 
the stove before she left, and that 
it wag cold. She did not know 
whether it had been used later. 
Mrs. Lollis used it between 5 and 6, 
she said. 

Connection Sometimes Sparked. 

“At the point where the wires 
connect with the stove,” the wit- 
ness said, “there was a sort of a 
spark or flicker—sometimes | no- 
ticed it and sometimes I didn’t.” 
It is thought that this “spark,” 
caused by short-circuiting, may 
have set fire to the papers beneath. 

Testimony as to the “hot plate,” 
the careless placing of Old newspa- 
pers beneath it, and the “spark” it 
sometimes gave off, was given pre- 
viously to Detective Lieut. Egenrie- 
ther, who began an inquiry at 8:30 
a. m. yesterday, a little more than 
five hours after the fire was discov- 
ered. He told of finding the small 
stove, which he said firemen and 
others had handled, with the in- 
dicators pointing to the word “off,” 
and another similar one-burner 
stove, with the indicator “on.” 

The latter. it developed in testi- 
mony. had been in the room of L. 
J. B. Winkler, 237, directly above 
the maids’ room, Winkler said it 
had not been attached to an elec- 
tric socket recently. 

Fire Chief Alt to Testify. 

Mrs. Lollis, whose testimony was 
desired to supplement that of the 
other maid, was not present, and 
the inquest adjourned about noon 
until] 9 a. m. tomorrow. At that 
time, besides Mrs. Lollis, Public 
Safety Director Brod, Building 
Commissioner Christopher and Fire 
Chief Alt are to be summoned to 
testify. 

Other police witnesses, follow- 
ing Lieut. Egenriether, told of’ the 
circumstances of the fire, and of 
the efforts to keep women from 
jumping from windows until the 
firemen could rescue them. One 
of those who was fatally injured, 
Miss Ella O'Mara, had burns on 
her back, indicating that she was 
driven to the desperate expedient 
of jumping. One of the police wit- 
nesses told of a still alarm. in re- 
sponse to which he went to the 
hotel. this alarm coming two min- 
utes before the alarms from fire 
boxes.

MESSAGE SHOWS 


CQOLDGE AT ODDS 
WITH BUSINESS ON 
TAXES AND FLOODS 


President Tells Congress, 
Portion of Cost of Harn- | 
essing Mississippi Should. 


Be Paid Locally. 


NO FIXING OF PRICE 
ON FARM PRODUCTS 


With Norris on Using Mus- 
cle Shoals for Power, but 
Would Sell Plant; Slap at 
Shipping Board.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge covered a multiplic- 
ity of topics in a 10,000-word mes- 
gage laid before the new Congress 
today. He Gid not appear before 
the Congress in person. 

For the most part, the message 
was a reiteration of the President's 
known views on “constructive 
economy,” taxation. debt reduc- 
tion, agricultural relief, the tariff 
and other issues. He renewed a 
number of recommendations which 
he had submitted to previous Con- 
gresses without result. The mes. 
sage takes its tone from the open- 
ing sentence: “It fs gratifying to 
report that for the fourth consecu- 
tive year the state of the Union 
in genera) is good.” 

The President did not comment 
on such interesting matters as the 
oil cases and the fight over the 
seating of Sanators-elect Smith and 
Vare.. Nor. did -he’ say anything 
that could be ‘construed as throw- 
ing any light-on his “I do not 
choose to run” statement of last 
summer. 

Flood Control Payment. 

The message\was a distinct dis- 
appointment to the  fleod-controi 
advocates who have been urging 
that the whole cost of harnessing 
the Mississippi should be borne by 
the Federa} Government. Though 
the President accepted the view 
that flood contro! is a natienal 
problem. he maintained that a por- 
tion of the cost of contro) shuld 
be paid. as at present, by the com- 
munities along the river. The pres- 
ent taw. as he pointed out, re- 
quires land adjacent to the dikes 
to pay one-third of the cost of con- 
struction. He thought that some 
“revision” of this proportion should 
be made. but argued that the loca! 
communities should > required to 
pay something. in, order that they 
might have “a pecuniary interest 
in preventing waste and extrava- 
gance.” The President declared, 
moreover. that “It is the land of 
this region that ts to be benefijed” 
and that “to gay that it is unable 
to bear any expense of reclamation 
is the same thing as saying that 
it ig not worth reclaiming.” 


A Sharp Distinction. 
The President drew a sharp dis- 
relief for the 


flood sufferers and their economic 
It was the duty of 


works, but it was no part of its 
duty to reimburse its citizens for 
damages inflicted by the elements. 

Taking issue, by inference, with 
plans which propose to embrace 
flood control within a broad 
scheme of development, the Presi 
dent said that legislation by Con- 
gress should be confined to the 
fiood probiem on the tower Mis- 
sissippi. Legislation affecting other 
streams, he said, should wait upon 
the completion of a genera] survey 
authorized by the tast Congress 
He added that “the recognized 
needs of the Mississippi should not 
be made a vehicle for carrying 
other projects.” 

In declaring that the Federal) 
Governm: nt should not pay the 
whole cost of flood control, the 
Presi; .:| showed himself out of 
sympathy with one of the main 
recommendations in a report re- 
cently made by a special commit- 
tee’ of the National Chamber _ of 
Commerce and submitted by the 
chamber to its constituent organi- 
gations for a referendum vote, 

About Tax Reduction. 


The President was more marked- 
ly at odds with the Chamber in 
his remarks about tax reduction 
He did not name the Chamber, but 
it was obvious that he had it fn 
mind when he directed pointed at- 
SS 
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tention to the sole authoriy of Con- 
gress to write revenue measures. 
The Chamber has recommended a 
reduction of $400,000.000, against 
the $225,000,000 program proposed 
by Secretary Mellon with the ap- 
proval of the President. The Pres- 
ident spoke with acerbity: 

“If special interests, toe often 
selfish, always uninformed of the 
national needs as a whole, with 
hired agents using their proposed 
beneficiaries as engines of propa- 
ganda, are permitted to influence 
the withdrawal of their property 
from taxation, we shal! have a law 
that is unbaJanced and unjust, bad 
for business, bad for the country. 
probably resulting in a i deficit, 
with disastrous financial conse- 
quences.” 

The President again ealled at- 
tention to the war debt, which will 
stand at $17,.975,000,000 at the end 
of the current fiscal year, and 
again urged that nothing be al- 
lowed to interfere with its orderly 
retirement. He repeated that debt 
reduction is a form of tax reduc- 
tion. 


Substantial Sea Armament. 


Dealing with national 
the President spoke for “a very 
substantial sea armament,” refer- 
ring spectfica}ly to the need of air- 
craft, submarines, airplane carriers 
and cruisers. As in many of his 
speeches, he disclaimed for the 
United States any intention of en- 
gaging in competitive armament 
building. He mentioned the fail- 
ure of the disarmament conference 
of last summer, but said that even 
if it had resulted in a limitation 
treaty. the United States would 
still have been faced with the 
necessity of continuing its naval 
building program. 

“We know now,” he said, “that 
no agreement can be reached which 
will be inconsistent with a consid- 
erable building program on our 
part.” No outside influence, he 
added, should be allowed to deter- 
mine the size of the American 
navy. 

The Shipping Board received a 
direct slap. Though the President 
conceded that the Government flea 
is losing less money thon formerly, 
he deflared that “the Shipping 
Boardtis constantly under pressure, 
to which it too often yields, to pro- 
tect private interests, rather than 
serve.ihe public welfare.” 

He rted again that “private 
operation is not a success,” and 
declared that the Government 
should get rid of its ships as fast 
as possible. 

‘The-President renewed an earlier 
recommendation that national pa-. 
ticipation in the building of good 
roads should hereafter be confined 
to trunk-line systems, 

The section of the message deai- 
ing with the Philippines was 
characteristic vein. it praised t* 
achievements of the late Gen. 
Leonard Wood as Governor-Gen- 
eral of the islands, and admon‘:! 
the Filipinos that they could help 
to bring about an extension of the 
policy of self-government by pr 
ing their willingness to carry out 
the organic law provided by Con 
gress for the government of th: 
islands. There w o comfort in 
the message for th ilipinos who 
are seeking independence. 


Farm Problem Discussed. 

Without naming the McNary- 
Haugen bill, the President made 
plain his continued opposition to it 
by asserting that the farm problem 
could not be solved either by a sub- 
sidy or by government price-fixing. 
Either of these devices, he declared. 
* ould only increase the farm sur 
plus. He recommended the crea- 
tion of a Federal marketing com- 


co-operative movements in agricul- 
ture, and the establishment of a re- 
volving fund out of which loans 
would be made at moderate inter- 
est to marketing associations. 
“Buch legislation,” he said, ‘would 
lay the foundation for a permanent 
solution of the surplus problem.” ’ 

It has already been made abun- 
dantly clear that such legislation 
would fall far short of satisfying 
the corn belt demand for an “equal- 
ization fee” as carried in the Me- 
Nary-Haugen bill.

Where He and Norris Agree. 

The President’s remarks on 
Muscle Shoals contained the signif- 
icant statement that it is now pos- 
sible to produce nitrates more 
cheaply than by the use of hydro- 
electric power and that this fact 
“leaves this pro ‘ct mostly con- 
cerned with power.” This brings 
the President squarely into line 
with the position of Senator Norris 
of Nebraska, who nas long con- 
tended that the Shoals must be re- 
gardedi as essentially a power proi- 
ect, rather than a plant for the 
manufacture of fertilizer. The 
President agrees with Norris that 
the ba.t way to make Muscle Shoals 
serve the farmer is to use the rev- 
enues derived from it in research 
lookimg to the cheapening and 
wider use of fertilizer. The Presi- 
dent and Norris, }»wever, diff in 
one highly important respect: the 
President would obtain the desired 
revenues for research by disposing 
of the pliant, while Norris would 
have the Government operat it for 
the sale of power. 


A similar difference appears in 
the attitude of the President and 
the Republican progressives to- 
ward the Boulder Dam project. The 
President favors the building of 
the dam, but “primarily as a meth- 
od of flood contro! and irrigation.” 
He strongly oposes the \gres- 
sives’ contention that the Govern- 
ment should sell vv r from the 
dam, “Every other possibility 
should be e:° 1.ustec ’ he Id Con- 
gress in his m-**sage, “before the 
Federal govermment becomes en- 
gaged in the power. business,” 

The President had a good word 
for the In’ Waterways Corpora. 
tion, which opers! irge lines on 
the Mississippi, declaring that it 
had ; ved “especially beneficial 
to agriculture,” but he took occa- 
sion to add that it is not the policy 
of the Government to continue in- 
definitely in the barge-line busi- 
ness. 

“It has put on some demonstra- 
tion lines,” he said, “but always 
with the expc-tation that if they 
prove rrofitable they would pass 
into. private ] *"s and if they do 
not prove profitablM they will be 
withdrawn.” ; 

The message dealt with prohibi- 
tion on accustomed lines. -An obdli- 
gation had en imposed on the 
country, he er'l, “t observe the 
sanctions of this constitutional pro- 
vision and its recu!‘ing laws.” He 
added the recurrent announcement 
that “the Federal authorities pro- 
pose to dischcerge their obligation 
for enforcerrert to the full extent 
of their ability.” 


FIRE IN HOTEL 
ATTRIBUTED TO HOT

opened a window, saw fire and 
smoke, and tried the _ telephone 
again, getting the operator the sec- 
ond time. He told the operator of 
the smoke, and suggested that a 
fire alarm be sent in. 

Mrs. Winkler left the roam ahead 
of him. He found the smoke 
heavy, but got downstairs, and met 
Watchman Meadows, who, he said, 
told him he could not locate the 
fire. 

“Have you turned in an alarm?” 
I asked him. He did not hear any 
reply from the watchman, and he 
Started out, but saw the . night 
clerk, O. P. Greathouse, with a 
hammer, going to the fire alarm 


box at Kingshighway and Laclede 
avenue, a block south of the hotel. 
The first alarm came from the La- 
clede avenue box at 3:26, but the 
still alarm was received two min- 
utes earlier, apparently from the 
Buckingham Het-> office. 

Winkler said the small one-bur- 
ner electric stove had been in an 
alcove in his room, but had not 
been attached to a socket recently. 
In that case, the indicator show- 
ing it as “on” would have no sig- 
nificance. Winkler said there was 
no fire in his room. He was asked 
about extinguishers, and said he 
had seen them in the hallways? but 
was not sure just where. 

Saw Wonien Leap From Windows. 

Winkler said it seemed to him 20 
minutes from the time of his 
awakening to the time when the 
first piece of fire apparatus came, 
but said that perhaps the time 
seemed longer because of his anxi- 
ety. He told of seeing women at 
the windows, and of seeing them 
jump, while others, men and wom- 
en, descended from windows on 
ropes. 

The testimony of Gri *‘*----~>, the 
night clerk, was much the same as 
his narrative yesterday to report- 
ers. He testified that he and the 
night watchman, Meadows, were in 
the Annex lobby between 3:05 and 
3:10 and were remarking they 
smelled smoke when the desk tele- 
phone rang. The operator at the 
main Buckingham, across the 
street, through ‘hich all guests 
calls are transmitted, told Great- 
house that the guest in Room 237 
reported smoke coming from ‘e. 
low, 

Greathouse said he and _ the 
watchman ran to Room 137 ana 
when they pulled open the door, 
smoke came out “so thick you 
ceuld cut it with a ':nife.” He saw 
no flames. 

Phoned, Then Ran to Fire Box. 

Greathouse rushed back to his 
desk and telephone. to the Buck- 
i:gham operator to notify the Fire 
Department, then ran to Kings- 
highway and Laclede avenue, and 
turned in an alarm-on his own ac- 
count. Returning, he joined the 
watchman in pounding on doors 
and crying “Wake up—Fire!’ 

“Did you see any guests escap- 
ing through the halls?” inquired 
Coroner Vitt, 


“I saw several,” 
swered, 

One of the doors where Great- 
house knocked, he said, was at 
Suite 407-08, in the unburned west 
wing, occupied by Mrs, Luther 
Conn. There was no response. She 
was suffocated to death; three 
other fatalities occurred when 
women jumped from windows in 
the east wing, or fell from ropes on 
which they were descending, Great- 
honse continued. 

in réeponsce to a question by the 
Coroncr, Greathouse estimated it 
was about 3:30 before firemen 
were throwing water on the fire. 

There were 149 guests in the An- 
nex, 75 of them in the east wing, 
and all but Mr. and Mrs. J. J. 
O’Brien were accounted for, Great- 
house testified. 

Reminded that Winkler, in Room 
237, had not heard the hotel’s own 
firm alarm, Greathouse said bells 
throughout the Annex were “clang- 
ing constantly,” Watchman Mead- 


the clerk an- 


Ows and guests taking turns at 
pulling a rope which set off the 
alarm. 

There were “escape” ropes in all 
third and fourth floor rooms, 
Greathouse said, but he did not 
know about the lower floor rooms. 
Also, there were individual fire ex- 
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tinguishers on all floors. Great- 
house said he had no instruction 
as to using them; his instructions 
in case of fire were to call the 
Fire Department. 
Watchman Smelleqd Smoke. 

The watchman, A. B. Meadows, 
testified that he had been on duty 
at the Annex two years, and made 
hourly rounds of all floors every 
night. Except, he said, that he did 
not make a 3 a, m. round usually. 
He said he had formerly taken 
time out for lunch at 1 a. m., but 
that the receiver of the hotel prop- 
erty had objected to this, and he 
had changed the time to a period 
between 2 and 4. However, he 
said, he was on duty at 3 a, m. yes- 
terday, and he smelled smoke 
shortly after that time. 


He said he called Greathouse, 
and that he, the watchman, did not 
give a fire alarm, but sounded a 
large bell at the head of the first 
floor stairway, to awaken the 
guests. Meadows said he and 
Greathouse ran to Room 137, and 
saw much smoke there, but no fire. 


“Why didn’t you take fire ex-! 


tinguishers?” he was asked. “I 
thought,” he replied, “that it was 
more important to arouse the 
guests than to try to put the fire 
out. I ran through al) the floors, 
and pounded on the doors—some 
answered, and a few didn’t.” He 
gave no exact statements as to time, 
after saying that he first smelled 
smoke shortly after 3. 


Faile* to Rouse Mrs. Conn. 


Henry O’Hara, who lived in 
Room 411, in the unburned west 
wing of the annex, testified that 
he first noticed fire between 3 and 
3:15 a.m, He happened to glance 
out an east window, he said, and 
taw flames coming from the east 
wing. 

“I immediately ran to the room 
of Mrs. Conn, at 407,” he.said. “T 
had helped her to get out in the 
fire last December. While T 
knocked on her door I heard some- 
one else knocking on other doors 
cown the hall. Later the fire 
gongs in the halls began to ring. 


“IT couldn’t arouse Mrs. Conn 
and when the smoke became thick- 
er and thicker, I ran down the 
steps to the  dining-room and 
jumped out a first floor window. 
There were women on the window 
ledges on the east wing screaming 
for help and getting ready to jump. 
Some of the people in the burning 
l uilding were throwing things from 
a window, and a typewriter hit 
the ground near me.” 

Mrs. Luther H. Conn, whom 
O’Hara tried to summon, was one 
of the victims. 


As has been told, the fire was 
confined to the east wing of the 
annex, a separate building connect- 
ed with the west wing by a bridge. 
The east wing was destroyed, the 
west wing was not damaged 
though one guest in that wing was 
suffocated by smoke.

BEGIN IN CONGRESS 
OVER INSURGENTS 


Senate Republicans Near

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6—New 
storm clouds gathered over Capitol 
Hil] today as the new Congress, in 
the second day of its session, as- 
sembled to hear the reading of 
President Coolidge’s annual mes- 
sage.

| Just before the annual message 
| was received at the Capitol by mes- 
| senger, to be read to each house 
| separately by its clerks, Senate 
| Republicans all but threw down 
| the gauntlet to the group of five 
Western Independent Republicans, 
who are demanding certain legis- 
lative asurances on farm relief and 
| Other subjects before they support 
the Republican slate of Senate of- 
ficers. The conference, after some 
plain talk about telling the inde- 
pendents to go as far as they liked, 
_ finally did authorize a continua- 
| tion of negotiations. 

Promises Plenty of Trouble. 

This development, added to the 
Smith-Vare row, gave promise of 
plenty of trouble before the Senate 
| actually gets down to legislative 
| business.

The five-year program for our 
air forces is in keeping with this 
same policy and commensurate 
with the notable contributions of 
America to the science of aero- 
nauties.

While most 
of the Army is well housed, 
some of it which is quartered in 
war-time training camps is be- 
coming poorly housed. In _ the 
past three years $12,533,000 have 
been appropriated for recon- 
struction and repairs, and an au- 
thorization has been approved of 
22,301,000 for new housing, un- 
der which $8,070,000 has already 
been appropriated. A law has 
also been passed, complying with 
the request of the War Depart- 
ment, allocating fundg received 
from the sale of buildings and 
land for housing purposes. The 
work, however, is not completed, 
so that other appropriations are 
being recmmended. 


Needs of the Navy. 


Our Navy is likewise a weapon 
of defense. We have a foreign 
commerce and ocean lines 
trade unsurpassed by any other 
country. We have outlying ter- 
ritory in the two great oceans 
and long stretches of ‘seacoast 
studded with the richest cities in 
the world. We are .responsible 
for the protection of a large 
population and the 
treasure ever bestowed upon any 
people. We are charged with an 
international duty of defending 
the Panama Canal. To meet 
these responsibilities we need a 
very substantial sea armament. 
It needs aircraft development, 
which is being provided ‘under 
the five-year program. It needs 
submarines as soon as-the de- 
partment decides upon the best 
type of construction. It needs 
airplane carriers. and a materia) 
addition to its force of cruisers. 
We can plan for the future and 
begin a moderate building pro- 
gram. 

This countr. has put away the 
Old World policy of competitive 
armaments. It can never be re- 
lieved of the responsibility of 
adequate national defense. We 
have ene treaty weeeured by an

While the 
results of the conference were of 
considerable value, they were 
mostly of a negative character. 
We know now that no agreement 
can be reached which will be 
inconsistent with a considerable 
building program on our part. 
We are ready and willing to con- 
tinue the ‘preparatory investiga- 
tions on the general subject of 
limitation of armaments which 
have been started under the 
auspices of the League of Na- 
tions.

Servant of World Peace. 


We have a considerable cruis- 
er tonnage, but a part of it is 
obsolete. Everyone knew that 
had a three-Power agreement 
le reached it would have left 
ts with the necessity of continu- 
ing our building progr.m. The 
failure to agree should not cause 
us to build either more or less 
than we otherwise should. Any 
future treaty of limitation will 
call on us for more ships. We 
should enter on no competition. 
We should refrain from no need- 
ful program. It should be made 
clear to all the world that lack- 
ing a definite agreement, the at- 
titude of any other country is 
not to be permitted to alter our 
own policy. It should especially 
be demonstrated that propagan- 
da will not cause us to change 
our course. Where there is no 
treaty limitation, the size of the 
navy which America is to have 
will be solely for America to de- 
termine. No outside inf'= “ce 
should enlarge it or diminish it. 
But it should be known to all 
that our military power holds no 
threat of aggrandizement. It ‘1s 
a guaranty of peace and security 
at home, and when it goes 
abroad it is an instrument for 
the protection of the legal rights 
of our citizens under interna- 
tional law, a refuge in time of 
disorder, and always the servant 
of world peace. Wherever our 
flag goes the rights of human- 
ity increase.

A rapid growth is taking place 
in aeronautics. The Department 
of Commerce has charge of the 
inspection and licensing system 
and the construction of national 
airways. Almost 8000 miles are 
already completed and about 4000 
miles more contemplated. Nearly 
4400 miles are now equipped and 
over 3009 miles more will have 
lighting and emergency landing 
fields by next July! Air-mail con- 
tracts are expected to cover 724 
of these lines. Daily airway fly- 
ing is nearly 15,000 miles and is 
expected to reach 25,000 miles 
early next year. 

Flights for other purposes ex- 
ceed 22,000 miles each day. Over 
900 airports, ¢ ‘npleted and un- 
completed, have been laid out. 
The ‘demand for aircraft has 
greatly increased. The policy al- 
ready adopted by the Congress is 
producing the sound development 
of this coming iudustry. 


Private enterprise is showing 
much interest in opening up 
aviation service to Mexico and 
Central and South America. We 
are particularly solicitous to 
have the United States take a 
leading part in this development. 
It is understood that the govern- 
ments of our sister countries 
would be willing to co-operate. 
Their physical features, the un- 
developed state of their trans- 
portation, make an air service 
especially adaptable to their 
usage. The Post Office Depart- 
ment should be granted power 
to make liberal long-term con- 
tracts for carrying our mail, and 
authority should be given to the 
army and the navy to detalii 
aviators and planes to co-operate 
with private enterprise in estab- 
lishing such mail service with 
the consent of the countries con- 
cerned. A committee of the Cab- 
inet will later present a report 
on this subject. 


Grande. It has been our practige 
to supply these countries with 
military and naval advisers, 
when they have requested it, io 
assist them in national defense. 
The arts of peace are even more 
important to them and to us. Au- 
thority should be given by law 
to provide them at their request 
with engineering advisers for the 
construction of roads and bridges.

Good Roads. 


The importance and benefit 
of good roads is more and more 
coming to be appreciated. The 
National Government has. been 
making liberal contributions to 
encourage their construction. 
The results and benefits have 
been very gratifying. National 
participation, however, should 
be confined to trunk-line sys- 
tems. TT}? national tax on auto- 
mobiles ts now nearly sufficient 
to meet this outley. This tax 
is very small, and on low-priced 
cars is not more than $2 or $3 
each year. 

While the advantage of hav- 
ing good roads is very large, the 
desire for improved highways is 
not limited te our ewn country. 


We have a temporary parcel- 
post convention with Cuba. The 
advantage of it is all on our side. 
During 1926 we shipped 12 times 
as many parcels, weighing 24 
times as much, as we received. 
This convention was made on the 
understanding that we would re- 
peal an old law prohibiting the 
importation of cigirs and ciga- 
rettes in quantities leas than 3009 
enacted in 1866 to discourage 
smuggling, for which it has long 
been unnecessary. This law un- 
justly discriminates against an 
important industry of Cuba. Its 
repeal has been recommended by 
the Treasury and Poertoffice De- 
partments. Unless thic is done 
our merchants and railroads will 
find themselves deprived of this 
large parcel-post business after 
the first of next March, the date 
of the expiration of the conven- 
tion, which has been extended 
upon the specific understanding 
that it would expire at that time 
unless this legislation was en- 
acted.

|'wing of the Buckingham Hotel Annex should not be 
‘ignored. The Buckingham Annex was a fire trap. It 
| Was condemned and generally recognized as such, but 
| compliance with the existing ordinance was accepted 
as providing adequate fire protection. The means of 
— provided under that ordinance were wholly in- 
;adequate. Five known deaths and the serious injury 
‘of a dozen persons proved the inadequacy of the fire 
escapes when only one wing of the building was de- 
| stroyed. 
| The futility of window ropes as means of escape 
‘from high windows was demonstrated. They saved 
le few among those who were physically able to han- 
| dle the ropes, but the average man or woman or child 
lcannot utilize ropes with safety. They lack both the

Louis, Mr. Culver, who is General Man- 
uger of the Detroit Employers Associa- 
tion, says that he has no quarrel with | 
the principle of union labor but with its | 
practices, and claims that “When union | 
labor enters the door, industria! freedom | 
goes out.” Then to clinch his argument 
he insists that the so-called ‘American 
plan’ was responsible for the growth of 
Los Angeles and of Detroit. 

Mr. Culver well knows that when the 
so-called “American plan” is adopted in 
an industry there is no longer freedom 
for workers. Under such circumstances 
the employers dictate wages, hours and 
working conditions and if not accepted 
by any of the employes they are im- 
mediately discharged. 

He says that ‘We recognize the right 
of labor to collective bargaining’ and 
then organizes employers associations to 
prevent collective bargaining, How can 
there be collective bargaining when ther¢ 
is no organization? Platitudes are n 
argoments. 

Apparently Mr. Culver thinks he can 
deceive thinking people. He attempts 
te do so by referring to the growth of |, 
Los Angeles as being due to his opén 
shop plan. Los Angeles is not an indus- 
trial city, it is a tourist city, which de- 
pends for its advancement on people of 
other states either located there or visit- 
ing the Western ceast. Los Angeles has 
grown in population not because of the 
supposed “open shop” policy but despite 
it. 

The two greatest cities in the United 
States are New York and Chicago. There 
is no city-wide organized open shop or- 
ganization of employers in either of these 
cities. Chicago is destined to be the

It was hard to believe that the man who was to 
| heal the wounds of Mexico and set her upon the way 
|to rehabilitation could come from the banking house 
of J. P. Morgan & Co., which has been for years a 
collection agency for the Mexican debt in the United 
States, but such is the promise. 

Dwight M. Morrow has done three significant things 
since he became our Ambassador. First, he told the 
people of Mexico he bad gone down there to help them 
out of their woes and meant to attempt this in full 
respect of their sovereignty. Second, he went over 
to the American colony, which has never been happy 
since the Diaz regime ended, and advised it to chuck 
its grievances and help the new Mexico pull herself | 
together. Third, he asked President Calles to tell him | 
how the United States can help Mexico become a | 
prosperous and happy land, enjoying her great nat- | 
ural wealth and helping others to share in their de- | 
velopment, and the two men are now setting out | 
through the country together upon a trip of inspec. | 
tion. |

FORBES AND THE OHIO GANG. 
From the New York Word. 

O more absorbing publication has ap- 

peared in our time than the statement 
printed yesterday in the World and the St. 


Louis Post-Dispatch from Charies Hk. 
Forbes, once head of the Veterans’ Bureau. 
Col Forbes is not an unprejudiced wit- 
ness. He has served @ term in prison for 
misconduct to the detriment of our sick 
and wounded veterans; he has grudges to 
satisfy, but there is no question as to his 
knowledge of under-currents in the ill-fated 
Harding administration, and it is an inter- 
esting study to see how far his statements 
are borne out by facts of record in public 
reports and in the findings of the criminal 
courts.

GAME PRESERVES FOR MISSOURL

HE Missouri Game and Fish Department 

will be given every encouragement in Its 


latest plan to establish auxiliary game pre- 
serves in all parts of the State. 

Keith McCanse, State Game Commis- 
sioner, acting under a new taw patterned 
after the one enacted several years ago in 
Pennsylvania. is now seeking leases on 
large tracts of land at a nominal rental! to 
stock with deer, turkey. quail and other 
wild life. In Pennsylvania the taw has 
worked successfully in spite of the fact the 
State is thickly populated and less adapted 
to game propagation than many parts of 
Missouri. 

The new game preserve plan eventually 
will restore good hunting in season to vir- 
tually every part of the State. Outside of 
a few remote places in the Ozarks, deer and 
turkey have not been seen within the lives 
of the present generation. Even the streams 
have been depleted of fish. except where 
the State has continually’ restocked them 
with a new supply. 

Land awners, no doubt. will be glad to 
give the/ use of their land for game re- 
stocking. It will not interfere with farm- 
ing. The establishment of game refuges, 
where wild life may be propagated under 
the protection of game wardens, ought to 
bring an increase in valve of adjacent farm 


lands.

ment subsidy would work out in 


the same way. It cannot be sound 
for all of the people to hire some 
of the people to produce a crop 
which neither the producers nor 
the rest of the people want 
Price fixing and subsidy will 
both increase the surplus, instead 
of diminishing it. Putting the 
Government directly into busi- 
ness is merely a combination of 
subsidy and price fixing aggra- 
vated by political pressure. These 
expedient: would lead logicall to 
telling the farmer by law what 
and how much he should plant 
and where he should plant it, 
and what and how much he 
should sell and where he should 
sell it. The most effective means 
of dealing with surplus crops is 
to reduce the surplus acreage. 
While this can not be done by 
the individu 1 farmer, it can be 
done through the organizations 
already in existence, through the 


information published by the De- 


partment of Agriculture, and es- 
pecially through banks and 
others who supply credit refus- 
ing to finance an acreage mani- 
festly too large. 

It is impossible to provide by 
law for an success and 
prosperity for all those who en- 
gage in farming. If acreage be- 
_comes overextended, the Govern- 
ment can not assume responsi- 
bility for it. The Government 
can, however, assist co-opera- 
tive associations and other organ- 


izations in orderly marketing and 


handling a surplus clearly due to 
weather and seasonal conditions, 
in order to save the producer 
from preventable loss. While it 
is probably impossible to secure 
this result at a single step, and 
much will have to be worked out 
by trial and rejection, 2 begin- 
ning could be made by setting 
up a Federal board or commis- 
sion of able and experienced men 
in marketing, granting equal ad- 
vantages under this board to the 
¢arious agricultural commodities 
and sections of the country, giv- 
ing encotragement to the co-op- 
erative movement in agriculture, 
and providing a revolving loan 
fund at a moderate rate of in- 
terest for the necessary financ- 
ing. Such legislation would lay 
the’ foundation for a permanent 
solution of the surplus problem. 
' Aid for Marketing. 

This ig not a proposal to lend 
more money to the farmer, who 
ie already fairly well financed, 
but to lend money temporarily to 
experimental marketing associa- 
tions which will no doubt ulti- 
mately be financed by the regu- 
larly established banks, as were 
the temporary operations of the 
War Finance Corporation. Co- 
operative marketing especially 
would be provided with means of 
buying or building physical 

rties. 

The National Government has 
almost entirely relieved the 
farmer from income taxes by suc- 
cessive tax reductions, but State 
and local taxes have increased, 
putting on him a grievous bur- 
den. A policy of rigid economy 
should be applied to State and 
local expenditures. This is 
clearly within the legislative do- 
main of the states. The Fed- 
eral Government has also im- 


its. The farmer will be greatly 
benefited by similar action in 
many states. The Department 
of Agriculture is undergoing 
changes in organization in order 
more completely to separate the

Tt is in this direction that much 
future progress can be expected. 


| The Protective Tariff 


The present tariff rates supply 
the National Treasury with well 
over $609,000,000 of annual rev- 
enue. Yet, about 65 per cent of 
imports on which duties are laid 
about 23 per cent consists of 
luxuries and agricultural prod- 
ucts, and the balance of about 12 
per cent, amounting to around 
$560.v09.000, is made up of man- 


terial reduction In the rates on 
agriculture or luxuries, ft ts only 
the comparatively smal] amount 


farmer and the manufacturer. 
Assuming that Europe would 
have more money if it sold us 
larger amounts of merchandise. 
it is not certain it would consume 
more food. or, if it did, that its 
purchases would be made in this 
country. Undoubtedly it would 
resort to the cheapest market, 
which is by no means ours. The 
largest and best and most profit- 
able market for the farmer in the 
world is our own domestic mar- 
ket. Any great increase in man- 
ufactured imports means the 
closing of our own plants. Noth- 
ing could be worse for agricul- 
ture. 

Probably no one expects a ma- 
terial reduction in the rates on 
manufactures while maintaining 
the rates on agriculture. A mate- 
rial reduction in either would be 
disastrous to the farmer. It 
would mean a general shrinkage 


of values, a deflation of prices, a | 


reduction of wages, a general de- 
pression carrying our people 
down to the low standard of liv- 
ing in our competing countries. 
It is obvious that this would not 
improve but destroy our market 
for imports, which is best served 
by maintaining our present high 
purchasing power under which 
in the past five years imports 
have increased 63 per cent. 


Farm Loan System. 


It is exceedingly important 
that the Federal land and joint- 
stock land banks should furnish 
the best possible service for agri- 
culture. Certain joint-stock 
banks have fallen into improper 
and unsound practices, resulting 
in the indictment of the officials 
of three of them. More money 
has been provided for examina- 
tions, and at the instance of the 
Treasury rules and regulations of 
the Federal Farm Board have 
been revised. Early last May 
three of its members resigned. 
Their places were filled with 
men connected with the War Fi- 
nance Corporation, Eugene Mey- 
er being designated as Farni 
Loan Commissioner. The new 
members have demonstrated 
their ability in the field of agri- 
cultural finance in the extensive 
operations of the War Finance 
Corporation. Three joint-stock 
banks have gone into receiver- 
ship. It is necessary to preserve 
the public confidence in this sys- 
tem in order to find a market 


for their bonds. A recent flota- | 


tion was matdie at a record low 
rate of 4 per cent. Careful su- 
pervision is absolutely necessary 
to protect the investor and ena- 


ble these banks to exercise their | 


chief functfon in serving agricul- 
ture. . 


Muscle Shoals. 


The last year has seen consid- 
erable changes in the problem of 
Muscle Shoals. Development of 
other methods show that nitrates 
can probably be produced at less 
cost than by the use of hydro- 
electric.power. Extensive inves- 
tigation made by the Department 
of. War indicates that the 
nitrate plants on this project are 
of little value for national de- 
fense and can probably be dis- 
posed of within two years. The 
oxidation part of the plants, 
however, should be retained in- 
definitely. This leaves this pro- 
ject mostiy concerned with pow- 
er. It should, nevertheless, con- 
tinue to be dedicated to agricul- 
ture. It is probable that this de- 
sire can be best served by dis- 
posing of the plant and applying 
the revenues received from it 
to research for methods of more 
economical production of con- 
centrated fertilizer and to demon- 
wet and other methods of 
stimulating its use on the farm. 
But in disposing of the property 
preference should be given to 
proposals to use all or part of it 
for nitrate production and fer- 
tilizer manufacturing. 


Flood Control. 


; 


i 
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For many years 
Government has been building a 
system of dikes along the Mis- 
sissippi River for protection 
against high water. During tie 
past season the lower States were 
overcome by a most disastrous 
fleod. Many thousands of square 
miles were inundated, a great 
many lives were lost, much live- 
stock was drowned, and a very 
heavy destruction of property 
was inflicted upon the inhabi- 
tants. The American Red Cross 
at once went to the relief of the 
stricken communities. Appeals 
for contributions have brought 
in over $17,006,000. The Fed- 
eral Goverament has provided 
services, equipment and supplies 
prebabiy amounting to about 


$7,600,000 more. Between $5,- | 


000.000 and $10,000.000 in addi- 
tion have been provided by loca! 
railroads, the states, and their 
political units. Credits have been 
arranged by the Farm Loan 
Board, and three emergency fi- 
mance corporations with a total 
capital of $3,000,000 have insured 
additional resources te the ex- 
tent of $12,000.000. Through these 
means the 700.000 people in the 
flooded areas have been ade- 
quately supported. Provision has 
been made to care for those in. 
need until after the first of Janu- 


The Engineer Corps of the Ar- 
my has contracted to close all 
breaks In the dike system before 
the next season of high water. A 


for future flood eontrol, which 
will be presented to the Con- 
gress. The carrying out of their 
plans will necessarily) extend 
over a series of years. They will 
call for a raising and strengthen- 
ing‘of the dike system with pro- 
vision for emergency spillways 
and improvements for the bene- 
fit of navigation. 


Expense of Reclamation. 


Under the present law the land 
adjacent to the dikes has paid 
one-third of the cost of their 
construction. This has been a 
most extraordinary concession 
from the plan adopted in rela- 
tion to irrigation, where the gen- 
eral rule has been that the land) 
benefited should bear the entire 
expense. It‘is true, of course, 
that the troublesome waters do 
not originate on the land to be 
reclaimed, but it is also true that 
such waters have a right of way 
through that section of the coun- 
try and the land there is charged 
with that easement. It is the 
land of this region that is to be 
benefited. To say that it is un¢ 
able to bear any expense of re- 
clamation is the same thing as 
saying that it is not worth re- 
claiming. Because of expenses 
incurred and charges already 
held against this land, it seems 
probable that some revision will 
have to be made concerning the 
proportion of cost which it 
should bear. But it is extremely 
important that it should pay 
enough so that those requesting 
improvements will be charged 
with some responsibility for their 


cost and the neighborhood where 
works are constructed have a 
pecuniary interest in preventing 
waste and extravagance and se- 
curing a wise and economical ex- 
penditure of public funds. 

It is necessary to look upon 
this emergency as a national dis- 
aster. It has been so. treated 
from its inception. Our whole 
people have provided with great 
generosity for its relief. Most 
of the departments of the Fed- 
eral Government have been en- 
gaged in the same effort. The 
Governments of the afflicted 
areas, both State and municipal, 
can not be given too high praise 
for the courageous and helpful 
way in which they have come to 
the rescue of the people. If the 
sources directly chargeable can 
not meet the demand. the Na- 
tional Government should not 
fail to provide generous relief. 
This, however, does not mean 
restoration. 
not an insurer of its citizens 
against the hazard of the ele 
ments. We shall always have 
flood and drought. heat and cold. 
earthquake and wind. lightning 
and tidal wave, which are all 
too constant in their afflictions. 
The Government does not under- 
take to reimburse its citizens for 
loss and damage incuPred under 
such circumstances. It is charge- 
able, however, with the rebuild- 
ing of public works and the 
humanitarian duty of relieving 
its citizens from distress. 

The people in the flooded area 
and their representatives have 
approached this problem in the 
most generous and broad-mind- 
ed way. They should be met 
with a iike spirit on the part of 
the National Government. This 
is all one country. The public 
needs of each part must be pro- 
vided for by the public at large. 
No required relief should be re- 
fused. An adequate Plan should 
be adopted to prevent a recur- 
rence of this disaster in order 
that the people may restore to 
productivity and comfort their 
fields and their towns.

Legislation by this Congress 
should be confined to our princi- 
pal and most pressing problem, 
the Lower Mississippi. consider- 
ing tributaries only so far as they 
materially affect the main flood 
problem. A _ definite Federa! 
program .reiating to otr water- 
ways was proposed when the last 
Congress authorized a com pre- 
hensive survey of all the impor- 
tant streams of the country in 
order to provide for their im- 
provement, including flood con- 
trol, navigation, power, and irri- 
gation. Other legislation should 
Wait pending a report on this 
survey. The recognized needs of 
the Mississippi should not be 
made a vehicle for carrying oth- 
er ‘projects. All proposals for 
development should stand on 
their own merits. Any other 
method would result in ill-de- 
vised conclusions, great waste of 
money, and instead of promoting 
would delay the orderly and cer- 
tain utilization of our water re- 
sources. 

Very recently several of the 
New England states have suf- 
fered somewhat similarly from 
heavy rainfall and high water. 
No reliable estimate of damage 
has yet been computed. but it is 
very large to private and public 
property. The Red Cross is gen- 
erousiy undertaking what is 
needed for jmmediate. relief, re- 
pair ,and reconstruction of 
Houses. restocking of domestic 
animals, and food, clothing and 
sheiter. A considerable sum of 
money will be available through 
the regular channels in the De- 
partment of Agricu! .re for re- 
construction of highways. It 
may be necessary to grant spe- 
cial aid for this purpose. Com- 
plete reports of what is required 
will undoubtedly be available 
ecarity tn the sesuion. 

The Congress in its last ses- 
sion authorized the general im- 
provements necessary to provide

the Mississippi waterway system 
with better transportation. Sta- 
bilization of the levels of the 
Great Lakes and their opening to 
the sea by an effective shipway 
remain to be considered. Since 
the last sestion, the Board of En- 
gineers of the War Department 
has made a report on the pro- 
posal for a canal through the 
State of New York, and the Joint 
Board of Engineers, representing 
Canada and the United States, 
has finished a report on the St. 
Lawrence River. Both of these 
boards conclude that the St. 
Lawrence project is cheaper, af- 
fords a more expeditious method 
of placing Western products in 
European markets, and will cust 
less to operate. The State De- 
partment has requested the /:- 
nadian Government to negotiat;> 
treaties necessary to provide for 
this improvement. It will also be 
necessary to secure an agreement 
with Canada to put in works nec- 
essary to prevent fluctuations in 
the Ievels of the Great Lakes. 

Legislation is desirable for the 
construction of a dam at Boulder 
Canyon on the Colorado River, 
primarily as a method of flood 
control and irrigation. A second- 
ary result would be a considera- 
ble power development and a 
source of domestic water supply 
for Southern California. Flood 
control is clearly a national prob- 
lem, and water supply is a Gov- 
ernment problem, but every other 
possibility should be exhausted 
before the Federal Government 
becomes engaged in the power 
business. The states which are 
interested ought to reach mutual 
agreement. This project is in 
reality their work. If they wish 
the Federal Government to un- 
dertake it they should not hesi- 
tate to make the necessary con- 
cessions to each other. This sub- 
ject is fully discussed in the an- 
nual report of the Secretary of 
the Interior. The Columbia Riv- 
er Basin project is being studied 
and will be one to be considered 
at some future time. 

The Inland Waterways Corpo- 
ration is proving successful and 
especially beneficial to agricul- 
A survey is being made to 
determine its future needs. It 
has never been contemplated that 
if inland rivers were opened to 
navigation it would then be nec- 
essary for the Federal Govern- 
ment to provide the navigation. 
Such a request is very nearly the 
equivalent of a declaration that 
their navigation is not profitable, 
that the commodities which they 
are to carry can be taken at a 
cheaper rate by some other meth- 
od, in which case the hundreds 
of millions of dollars proposed 
to be expended for epening rivers 
to navigation would be not only 
wasted, but would entail further 
constant expenditures to carry 
the commodities of private per- 
Sons for less than cost 

The policy is well established 
that the Government should open 
Public highways on land and on 
water, but for use of the public 
in their private capacity. It has 
put On some demonstration barge 
lines, but always with the expec- 
tation that if they prove profit- 
able they would pass into pri- 
vate hands, and if they do not 
prove profitable they will be 
withdrawn. The problems of 
transportation over inland wa- 
terways should be taken up by 
Private enterprise. so that the 
public will have the advantage 
of competition in service. It is 
expected that some of our lines 
can be sold. some more demon- 
Stration work done, and that 
with the completion of the Ohio 
project a policy of private op- 
eration can be fully developed. 


: 


Prohibition. 


After more than two genera- 
tions of constant debate. our 
country adopted a system of na- 
tional prohibition under all the 
solemnities involved in an 
amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution. In obedience to this 
mandate the Congress and. the 
states, with one or two notable 
exceptions, have passed required 
laws for its administration and 
enforcement. “This imposes upon 
the citizenship -of the country, 
and especially on all public of- 
ficers, not only the duty to en- 
force, but the obligation to ob- 
serve the sanctions of this con- 
stitutional provision and its re- 
sulting laws. If this condition 
could be secured, all question 
concerning prohibition would 
cease. The Federal Government 
is making every effort to accom- 
plish these results through care- 
ful organization, large appropri- 
ations. and administrative effort. 
Smuggling has been greatly cut 
down, the larger sources of gup- 
ply for illegal sale have been 
checked, and by means of injunc- 
tion and criminal prosecution the 
process of enforcement ts being 
applied. The same vigilance on 
the part of tocal governments 
would render these efforts much 
more successful. The Federal 
authorities propose to discharge 
thetr obligation for enforcement 
to the full extent of their ability. 


The Negro. 


Histroy does not dnywhere re- 
cord so much progress made in 
the same jength of time as that 
which has been accomplished by 
the Negro race in the United 
States since the Emancipation 
Proclamation. They have come 
up from slavery to be prominent 
in education, the professions, art. 
science, agriculture, banking and 
commerce. It is estimated that 
59,009 of them are on the 
Govern ‘ent payrolls, drawing 
about $50,000,000 each year. They 
have been the recipients of presi- 
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dential appointments and their 
professional ability has arisen to 
a sufficiently high plane so that 
they have been intrusted with 
the entire management and con- 
trol of the great veterans’ hos- 
pital at Tuskegee, where their 
conduct has taken high rank. 
They have shown that they have 
been worthy of all the encour- 
agement which they have re- 
ceived. Nevertheless, they are 
too often subjected.to thought- 
less and inconsiderate treatment, 
unworthy alike of the white or 
colored races. They have espe- 
cially been made the target of 
the foul crime of lynching. For 
several years these acts of un- 
lawful violence had been dimin- 
ishing. In the last year they have 
shown an increase. Every prin- 
ciple of order and law and lib- 
erty is opposed to this crime. The 
Congress should enact any legisla- 
tion it can under the Constitution 
to provide for its. elimination.

American Indian. 


and arrangements for consolida- 
tion, always under the control 
and with the approval of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 
Pending this, no adequate of 
permanent reorganization can be 
made of the freight-rate struc- 
ture. Meantime, both agricul. 

e and industry are compelled 
o wait for needed relief. This 
is purely a business question, 
which should be stripped of all 
local and partisan bias and de- 
cided on broad principles and its 

--rits in order to promote the 
public welfare. A large amount 
of new construction and equip- 
ment, which will furnish employ- 
ment for labor and markets for 
commodities of both factory and 
farm, wait on the decision of 
this important question. Delay 
is holding. back the progress of 
our country. 

Many of the same arguments 
are applicable to the consolida- 
tion of the Washington traction 
companies. 


The condition of the American 
Indian’ has much improved in 
recent years. Full citizenship 
was bestowed upon them on June 
2, 1924, and appropriations for 
their care and advancement have 
been increased. Still there re- 
mains much to be done. 

Notable increases in apropria- 
tions for the several major func- 
tions performed by the Depart- 
ment of the Interior on behalf 
of the Indians have marked the 
last five years. In that time, 
successive annual increases in ap- 
propriations for their education 
total $1,804,325; for medical care, 
$578,000; and for imdustrial ad- 
vancement, $205,000: or $2,582,- 
325 more than would have been 
spent in the same period on the 
basis of appropriations for 1923 
and the preceding years. 

The needg along health, edu- 
cational, industrial and social 
lines, however, are great, and the 
budget estimates for 1929 in- 
clude still further increases for 
Indian administration. 

To advance the time when the 
Indians may becont self-sustain- 
ing, it is my belief that the Fed- 
eral Government should continuve 
to improve the facilities for their 
care, and as rapidly as possible 
turn its responsibility over to the 
States. 


Veterans. 


Coal. 


Legislation authorizing a sys- 
tem of fuel administration and 
the appointment by the President 
cof a Board of Mediation and 
Conciliation in case of actual or 
threatened interruption of pro- 
duction is needed. The miners 
themselvés are now seeking in- 
formation and action from the 
Government, which could readily 
be secured through such a board. 
It is believed that a thorough in- 
vestigation and reconsideration 
of this proposed policy by the 
Congress will demonstrate that 
this recommendation is sound 
and should be adopted. 


The care which this country 
has lavished on its veterans is 
known of all men. The yearly 
outlay for this purpose is about 
$750,000.000. or about the cost 
of running the Federal Govern- 
ment, outside of the Postoffice 
Department, before the World 
War. The Congress will have 
before it recommendations of 
the American Legion, the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars, and oth- 
er like organizations, which 
should receive candid consider- 
ation We should continue to 
foster our system of compensa- 
tion and rehabilitation, and pro- 
vide hospitals and insurance. Th: 
magnitude of the undertaking is 
already so large that all fre- 
quests calling for further ex- 
penditure should have the most 
searching scrutiny. Our pres- 
ent system of pensions is already 
sufficiently liberal. It was in- 
creased by the last Congress for 
Civil and Spanish War veterans 
and widows and for some de- 
pendents. 

It has been suggested that the 
various governmental agencics 
now dealing with veterans’ relief 
be consolidated. This would 
bring many advantages. It ‘s 
recommended that the proper 
committees of the Congress make 
a thorough survey of this sub- 
ject, in order to determine if 
legislation to secure such consol- 
idation is desirable.

Petroleum Conservation. 


The National Government is 
undertaking to join in the forma- 
tion of a co-operative committee 
of lawyers, engineers and public 
officers, to consider what legis- 
lation by the states or by the 
Cengress can be adopted for the 
preservation and conservation of 
our supply of petroleum. This 
has come to be one of the main 
dependencies for transportation 
and power so necessary to our 
agricultural and industria) life.

Foreign Relations.

It is the policy of the United 


States to promote peace. We are 


a peaceful people and committed 
to the settling of - disputes by 
amicable adjustment rather than 
by force. We have believed that 
peace can best be secured by a 
faithful observance on our part 
of the principles of international 
law, accompanied by patience 
and conciliation, and requiring 
of others a like treatment for 
ourselves. We have lately had 
some difference with Mexico rel- 
ative to the injuries inflicted 
upon our nationals and their 
property within that country. A 
firm adherence to our rights and 
a scrupulous respect for the sov- 
ereignty of Mexico, both in ac- 
cordance with the law of nations, 
coupled with patience and for- 
bearance, it is hoped will resolve 
all our differences without inter- 
fering witH the friendly relation- 
ship between the two Govern- 
ments. - 

We have been compelled to 
send naval and marine forces to 
China to protect the lives and 
property of our citizens. Fortu- 
nately their simple presence 
there has been sufficient to pre- 
vent any material loss of ‘life. 
But there has been considerable 
loss of property. That unhappy 
country is torn by factions and 
revolutions which bid fair to last 
for an indefinite period. Mean- 
while we are protecting our citi- 
zens and stand ready to co-oper- 
at ewith any government which 
may @merge in promoting the 
welfare of the people of China. 
They have always had our 
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Alien Property. 


Under treaty the property held 
by the Alien Property Custo- 
dian was to be retained  vuntil 
suitable provision had been made 
for the satisfaction of American 
claims. While still protecting the 
American claimants, in order to 
afford every possible accommo- 
dation to the nationals of the 
countries whose property ‘was 
held, the Congress has made lib- 
eral provision for the return of 
a large part of the property. Al! 
trusts under $109,000 were re- 
turned in full, and partial re- 
turns were made on the others. 
The total returned was approxti- 
mately $350,000,000. 

There is still retained, how- 
ever. about $250,.000.000. The 
Mixed Claims Commission has 
made such progress in the ad- 
judication of claims that legis- 
lation can now be enacted pro- 
viding for the return of the prop- 
erty, which should be done un- 
der conditions which will pro- 
tect our Government and our 
claimants. Such a measure will! 
be proposed, and I ‘recommend

Industrial relations have never 
been more peaceful.

Most Remarkable Campaign

Daily Newspapers.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—With, jis 
new car continuing to draw huge 
crowds, Henry Ford yesterday 
concluded—at least for the’ pres- 
ent—the most’ remarkable adver- 
tising campaign ever devised, For 
five days, at a total cost of $1,- 
300,000, full page advertisements 
were carried in about 2000 daily 
newspapers in the United States 
and Canada. — 

In addition the advertising of 
local Ford dealers throughout the 
country involved an expenditure 
variousity estimated at from $250,- 
000 to $600,000. A guess of $400.- 
000 probably would be near vhe 
mark making a total of $1,700,000 
in Ford advertising in five days. 
A few larger advertising appro- 
priationg may have been made but 
none has been used in so brief a 
period of time. Ford advertising 
of the new car has been confined 
to daily newspapers. 

The Ford Motor Co. last year 
spent about $400,000 in newspa- 
per advertising and $372,200 in 
magazine advertising. Its fyture 
advertising plans are not kflown, 
but itis generally believed its ad- 
vertising will probably be far heav-

Old Made New 


With the Magic Paint Brush ~ 
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Salvaging Furniture Is Not Difficult, but There’s a 
Right Way to Do It, ang This Tells What Is 
the Right Way. 


By RUTH DORRIS. 


S it worth while to do over old 
| furniture? questions the home- 

maker. Or, in the present voguc 
for painted pieces, especially ior 
the bedroom. is it wiser to. discard 
the old and purchase new to ftin- 
ish? And which will cost the 
more? 

If an old piece of furniture is 
good, well built and with pleasing 
lines, it is worth restoring. It may 
be of excellent wood; it may have 
sentimental associations, and it 
may outlast a new piece, construct- 
ed. of cheaper woods. 

There can, of course, be no ac- 
tual comparison as to the relative 
cost of doing over new and old 
pieces as there may be only a slight 
difference in the amount of paint 
©o* lacquer required. 
comes from salvaging what you 
have on hand Many attics have 
yielded up relics that have been 
turned into modern pieces of ¢harm 
—sufficient proof that it does pay 
to make the most of what you have. 
And, besides, it is not only inter- 
esting, but it is something of a 
game to play with yourself, too. 

New furniture purchased for fin- 
ishing at home costs far less ‘than 
that already finished, of course. 
Yet, if you value your time at a 
certain sum an hour, you will pe 
lost! But let’s look at it this way 
—in the actual work one’s interest 
is absorbed Pleasure ensues from 
constructive creation, and it must 
be admitted there is truth in ihe 
trite statement that “home-making 
hearts are happiest” and least con- 
cerned with problems of amuse- 
ment, or the trivial irritations of 
everyday existence. And, too,

painting at home will not result in 
loss of your gocial prestige. It be- 
longs to one of the minor arts 
within reach of the home-lover, 
who commands the respect and ad- 
miration of even the most blase! 


UPPOSE you have been ponder- 
§ ine the advisability of doing 

over an old piece of furniture. 
The work will not be difficult for 
even an inexperienced hand. But 
do it right. Do not attempt to put 
a light lacquer fiinish over a dark 
one, nor to work with speed in 
mind, This little home task re- 
quires plodding along at low gear, 

Always remember to discrimi- 
nate between ‘paint and lacquer 
and to ever follow directions care- 
fully... Thereby the way will lead 
far from failure. 

When paint is to be used, the 
original finish must first be re- 
moved however much you might 
wish it otherwise, The amount of 
paint required will be about the 
same as for an unfinished piece ex- 
cept*‘that in case of the latter a 
priming coat is necessary. 

To save needless effort, first use 
a good liquid varnish Or paint re- 
mover, permitting it to soften the 
old finish for 15 minutes at least. 
Scrape it off and sponge the sur- 
face with benzine or denatured al- 
cohol, giving it time to dry. Then 
sandpaper it smooth, folding this 
over a block of wood for easier
